“NUMISMATA  GRAECA  - Greek  Coin  Types  Classified  for  Immediate 
Identification,”  by  L.  Anson.  Large  Quarto.  Published  in  six  parts,  each  di- 
vided into  two  volumes,  one  containing  Summary  and  Plates  and  the  other 
descriptive  Text.  Sewed.  London,  1911  - 16. 

The  difficulty  in  identifying  ancient  coins  has  always  been  a stumbling-block 
to  the  numismatist,  varying  in  accordance  with  his  experience  and  knowledge, 
and  with  the  rarity  of  the  coin  in  question.  Classification  of  coins  under  coun- 
- tries,  kings,  etc.,  invariably  involves  much  research  and  then  the  enquirer  may 
still  be  in  doubt  as  to  whether  the  coin  has  been  properly  attributed. 

This  work,  we  believe,  has  achieved  the  purpose  of  facilitating  the  immediate 
identification  of  the  Greek  and  Graeco-Roman  coins,  by  the  object  portraited.

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COMMENTS  IN  GENERAL 

The  monthly  Auction,  a feature  of  the  Bulletin,  has  been  discontinued  with 
the  February  sale.  We  will  leave  all  future  auctions  to  dealers  putting  out 
auction  catalogues. 

The  Bulletin  would  appreciate  your  help  in  securing  changes  in  the  Interstate 
Commerce  Commission  ruling  now  in  force  regarding  the  shipment  of  coins, 
so  that  the  unwary  public  will  not  become  victims  of  the  whimsies  of  the  Rail- 
way express  Agency,  who  refuse  to  take  into  consideration  the  disastrous 
consequences  which  may  follow  with  the  continuation  of  the  present  rules. 
Under  these  rules  a $5000  fine  or  two  years  in  the  peniteniary  or  both  can  be 
assessed  for  each  violation. 

There  is  only  one  lawful  way  to  ship  money ; that  is,  by  rules  laid  down  in  the 
money  tables  of  Railway  Express  Agency  tariffs,  which  states  that  gold,  paper 
money  or  silver  must  be  shipped  and  payment  made  for  market  or  actual  val- 
ues; and  be  so  marked  on  top  of  package,  using  a special  money  form  for 
the  purpose. 

No  gold,  paper  or  silver  money  not  demonitized,  can  be  lawfully  shipped  in 
trunks,  baggage  or  other  packages  unless  it  is  declared  and  the  tariffs  paid  on 
same,  plus  the  original  rate  which  is  charged.  (The  lawful  rate  for  a Dime 
sent  in  a trunk  from  Chicago  to  Los  Angeles  is  70c,  over  and  above  the  first 
class  rate. 

There  were  3,012,975  Commemorative  coins,  silver  and  gold  distributed  to 
the  public,  not  one  of  which  can  be  lawfully  shipped  in  personal  belongings 
unless  declared  and  payments  made,  above  the  tariffs,  on  such  shipments.  All 
Express  Agency  employees  receiving  such  shipments  are  also  in  jeopardy,  as 
the  rule  equally  binds  them.  l 

I tried  to  point  this  out  to  Express  Agency  heads,  but  to  no  avail.  Their  con- 
tention is,  that  if  the  rule  was  modified  to  make  money  shipments  lawful  at 
first  class  rates  to  protect  the  unwary  public,  others  may  want  to  use  it  (mean- 
ing Banks,  etc.).  The  Chairman  of  the  I.C.C.  states  he  is  powerless  and  can- 
not change  the  rule  without  the  voluntary  consent  of  the  Express  Agency.  The 
Chairman  also  stated  that  the  only  way  the  above  rule  could  be  changed  is  in 
a formal  hearing,  with  all  parties  concerned. 

Under  the  present  rules  nearly  140,000,000  people  are  subject  to  probable  fines 
and  imprisonment  for  their  violation.  (Make  no  mistake  about  it;  if  the  Ex- 
press Agency  did  not  intend  to  use  the  above  unreasonable  rules,  they  would 
voluntarily  let  them  be  changed.  This  evidence  is  bona-facia.)  It  is  not  a ques- 
tion of  risk,  as  the  Express  Agency  will  gladly  transport  platinum,  which 
costs  about  $1500  per  lb.,  at  first  class  rates.
